UNITED FRUIT SUES) 
1S. ON MAIL PAGT 


Line Charges $10,000,000 
Damages Growing Out 
of Two Cancellations. 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(UP) 
The United Fruit Company today 
filed suit against the United States 
government for $10,000,000 dam- 
ages growing out of the cancella- 
tion of two foreign ocean mail 
contracts. 

The petition, filed in the United 
States court of claims, stated the 
contracts were entered into under 
provisions of the merchant marine 
act of 1928 which later were can- 
celled by a similar act in 1936. 
The contracts were to have béen 
in force until December 31, 1937, 


| but the later act nullified them on 


June 30, 1987, the company con- 
tended. 

It claimed that on the strength 
of the original contract it had built 
six new ‘registered ships at a cost 
of $21,000,000, with provisions to 
convert these vessels into naval 
auxiliaries in an emergency. Re- 
shuffling of the mail contracts, it 
charged, resulted in a loss of 
$7,150,000. 

The company maintained that it 
sought to adjust differences aris- 
ing from the cancellation with the 
United States Maritime Commis- 
sion, but had reached no satisfac- 
tory settlement. 

Another part of the suit relates} 
to the compensation of about 
$6,500,000 which allegedly . would 
have been paid to the company 
between July 1, 1937, and the 
original dates of termination of 
the two contracts. 

The company held that by reg- 
istering the new ships under the 
United States flag it was compell- 
ed to pay higher wages to the 
crew members.

' ST. PAUL, Dec. 21.—(F)— 
Frank B. Kellogg, who served as 
world court judge, ambassador 


to Great Britain, United States 
senator and secretary of state, died 
at his home here at 7:28 p. m. 
(Atlanta time) today. He would 
have been 81 years old tomorrow. 

Kellogg, co-author. of the Kel- 
logg-Briand pact, had been in fail- 
ing health for more than a year. 
His illness’ became critical early 
in November, when he was strick- 
en with cerebral thrombosis. 

. Rallied Several Times. 

He rallied several times, but 
pneumonia complicated his: con- 
dition last Saturday and caused 
a turn for the worse. He lapsed 
into a coma then and regained 
consciousness for only short pe- 
riods thereafter. 

With Kellogg at the time of 
death were Mrs. Kellogg, Mrs. F. 
J. Ottis, her sister; Mr. and in 
Burnham Harris, Mr, .- Mrs. 


Other survivors are Mrs. Jean 
K. Austin, a sister of Kellogg, and 
her daughter, Mrs. Seabury Stan- 
ton, both of New Bedford, Mass., 
and another niece, Mrs. John 
Bradshaw, of Madison, .N. J. The 
Kelloggs had no children. 

Premature Announcement. 

Dr. Lepak said .premature an- 
nouncement of Kellogg’s death. as 
having been at 7:10 p. m. 18 
minutes before it actually oc- 
curred, resulted from an unau- 
thorized statement during the 
physician’s absence. 

“The condition responsible for 
the inaccurate report of Mr. Kel- 
logg’s death was, of course, not 
at all unusual in such cases,” Dr. 
Lepak said. “He had been in a 
coma since about noon Monday 
with: breathing very irregular. 
Sometimes it seemed to have 
stopped completely and _ stimu- 
lants were administered.” 

Co-author of the pact bearing 
his name—a pledge of 64 nations

He stated 
Dr. McGee and Dr. Murphy could 
not act as representatives of such 
an organization.

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CONSTRUCTIVE TAX LEGISLATION 

The classification tax bill for intangible 
property, passed by the house on Monday and 
now awaiting concurrent action by the senate, 
is a sound and constructive measure. 

The bill provides for a fair and equitable 
tax on forms of property which, in the past, 
have largely been kept off the tax digest be- 
cause the rate of levy was practically confisca- 
tory. 

It is estimated that the measure will bring a 
minimum of $1,000,000 annually in new revenue 
to the state. It will also result in keeping 
within the state many millions in property 
which is now being removed by its owners to 
other states because of the present unreasonable 
tax. 

The bill is now before the senate and, in 
order to be enacted into law must pass that 
body today before adjournment. If the senate 
amends the bill the changes must go before a 
conference committee of both houses and must 
be accepted before the legislature adjourns to- 
night until after Christmas. 

The bill provides that the new intangibles 
tax rate shall go into effect on January l, 
therefore it must be finally enacted and signed 
by the Governor before that date. This means 
that the legislative processes must be completed 
before adjournment tonight. 

This constructive measure represents the ef- 
forts of many years by leaders in tax reforms, 
If approved by the senate, as it is strongly in- 
dicated it will be, it will act as a potent factor 
towards placing Georgia’s tax system on a more 
modern and equitable basis. 


THE TUBERCULOSIS PUZZLE 

There is something not yet explained in the 
death rate in the United States from pulmonary 
tuberculosis during the past few years. For no 
apparent reason, the progress achieved from 
1910 through 1931 in the fight against this 
disease has not been maintained since the latter 
date, according to figures compiled by Frederick 
L. Hoffman, LL.D., consulting statistician of the 
Biochemical Research Foundation of the Frank- 
lin Institut® at Philadelphia. 


His records show that, in 1910, deaths from 
tuberculosis per 100,000 of population were 174.4, 
in 59 American cities representing a cross-sec- 
tion of the country. That death rate dropped 
steadily and rapidly until 1932, when the rate 
was 56.3 per 100,000. For the following two 
years the improvement was slight, reaching a 
low figure of 52.2 in 1934. In 1935 the rate in- 
creased to 53.2 and in 1936 advanced higher 
still to 54.5. 

The death rate in different cities varied 
enormously, though this is largely accounted for 
through a tendency by many tubercular victims 
to seek climates believed curative of the disease. 
Thus the rate is high in Los Angeles and other 
cities of Southern California. 


The rate in Atlanta for 1935 was 65.5 per 
100,000 population, jumping to 78.1 in 1936. In 
Augusta, however, the rate for 1935 was 133.9 
and for 1936, 139.8. In Savannah the 1935 death 
rate was 119.0 and in 1936, 103.5. 

High death rates in the south are attributed 
to tubercular patients who come to a milder 
climate seeking relief and to the negro popula- 
tion which is more susceptible to the disease 
than the white. 


While Dr. Hoffman does not advance any 
theories as to the increased death rate, it ap- 
pears likely that the nation’s tubercular suffer- 
ers are now paying the price of poorer living 
conditions during the worst years of the de- 
pression, from 1929 to 1933. 

Tuberculosis is a disease quickly affected by 
general conditions of life. Exposure and lack of 
proper food often means death to these unfor- 
tunates, when it would be nothing more than 
temporary inconvenience to the normally 
healthy individual. 

Unless blame for the higher death rates can 
be laid upon the late depression, the problem 
becomes one calling for close investigation by 
the nation's scientists. The ground gained in 
the fight to wipe out this disease must not 
be lost. 

The same situation as to the death rate ex- 
ists In England where, ft is pointed out by one 
puzzled scientist, the advancing mortality has 
occurred during a period when the people gen- 
erally gave more attention to good health than 
ever before tn history.

SOUTHERN SOLIDARITY 

Kirke L. Simpson, veteran political writer of 
the Associated Press, writing from Washington, 
points out that the southern delegations in con- 
gress, voting together to large extent, have been 
the deciding factor in more than one issue dur- 
ing the special session and in the regular ses- 
sion of last summer, : 

“Southern solidarity,” he writes, “has played 
an important role ... but it is a solidarity un- 
hitched to Democratic party leadership.” 

Mr. Simpson points out that 88 southern 
members of the house, voting to recommit the 
wages and hours bill to committee, were re- 
sponsible for the virtual defeat of that bill. Of 
the 23 southern Democrats who voted against 
the recommittal, he adds, most of them voted 
because of involvement with the party organi- 


zation as leaders, whips, and committee chair-_ 


men. 

Much credit for the defeat of the supreme 
court bill, at the regular session, is also given 
to the southerners: who voted against it. | 

This southern opposition to measures spon- 
sored by the administration does not indicate 
a revolt against the New Deal as a whole. Op- 
position to the wage-hour bill is rightly con- 
sidered, in Washington, as based upon sectional 
grounds. This is true, but it was defensively 
sectional, aroused by the crass sectionalism in 
favor of the north and east, upon which the 
measure was originally based. 

There is no criticism of the broad principles 
of the New Deal in the actions of the southern 
Democrats, nor certainly is there any turning 
away from President Roosevelt. 

It is simply that the south, regardless of 
party dictation, holds true to the Democratic 
and economic ideals upon which this nation was 
founded and through which it has grown to 
greatness.

comes necessary to defend the south against 
threatened actions which would be unfair. 

There is deep encouragement in the evi- 
dence that the south’s representatives in the 
federal congress can still, through loyalty to 
their own people, avert unsound legislation and 
uphold the rights of their own section. 

The situation proves that, despite the shift- 
ing political scene, a united soutH is still a 
mighty factor in national affairs. 


RE-ENACT TITLE ONE 


A large number of appeals to Georgia’s two 
senators to support the re-enactment of Title 
One of the federal housing act, went to Wash- 
ington Monday from Atlanta. The measure to 
put Title One again in force has passed the 
house and is now before the senate. 


Title One provides for loans for repairs to 
homes and _ business establishments, permitting 
the borrower to repay over a period of five years 
at five per cent interest. When the clause was 
in effect some years ago it resulted in millions 
of dollars worth of construction activity and it 
is believed that, by putting it into effect again, 
similar results would be achieved. 


President Roosevelt has appealed to congress 
to modify the requirements for construction 
loans under Title Two of the federal housing 
act, which applies only to-new construction or 
to the refinancing of mortgages on older prop- 
erty. The object sought in this lightening of 
loan requirements is to bring about new activity 
in the construction industry and its multitudin- 
ous allied interests. Undoubtedly re-enactment 
of Title One would have a similar effect and 
would prove an important factor in the lessen- 
ing of unemployment and the encouragement 
of business activity.all over the nation. 


It is reported there is some opposition to the 
proposal in the senate. It is difficult to under- 
stand upon what grounds such opposition can 
be logically based. 


Both Senator George and Senator Russell 
have indicated they will support the measure 
and it is believed, with other sections following 
a similar course to that pursued by the local 
leaders who urged passage of the bill, that it 
will be enacted with little difficulty.

WHAT INCOME PARITY? 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 


With the cost of living at the present index 
level, what should be the normal line by which 
to measure all other incomes and how far above 


and below this line should the incomes from the . 


various trades and professions vary? It is a ques- 
tion with many complicating aspects, but Professor 
Harold F. Clark, of Teachers’ College, Columbia, 
University, has collected some factual data on 
present income parities that are interesting. He 
has found $1,350 to be the flat average of all 
American earned incomes derived from trades 
and professions. Table below shows the average 
amounts received as earned income by the vari- 
ous classifications, and the parity percentage, ac- 
cepting $1,350 as a base line of 100:

Seemingly accepting the law of supply and 
demand as the determining factor, Professor Clark 
advocates the training of youth so that there will 
be a shift of a greater portion of the 
occupied population into the higher bracket pro- 
fessions. In other words, if there were more 
physicians and fewer farm laborers, the disparity 
between incomes would be greater. Theorizing 
to this end, and affecting it, are different mat- 
ters, of coufse. What should be the relationship 
of lowest to highest income bracket, as among 
these classifications? In Russia today, where in- 
tensive effort has attempted the leveling of in- 
come classifications, a farm worker draws about 
200 rubles monthly, and a professional man gets 
as high as 2,000 rubles, but probably averages 
nearer 1,500—a ratio of 1 to 7. After all, this 
is not so far from the 1 to 10 found by Pro- 
fessor Clark. Possibly, the real task ahead of 
society is the raising of the average standard of 
living by making more and better goods avail- 
able to all of the brackets by more efficient pro-

picture brightened today because 
December income tax collections 


are coming up to estimates. 

In the first 20 days of the 
month, they announced $467,782,- 
101 of income taxes were paid, 
compared with estimates of be- 
tween $450,000,000 and $500,000,- 
000 for the full month and $275, - 
706,756 in the first 21 days of De- 
cember, 1936. Every state contrib- 
uted to the nearly 70 per cent in- 
crease over last year for this pe- 
riod. 

Meanwhile, collections from all 
taxes for fiscal year crossed $3,- 
000,000,000 mark indicating the 
first six months of the year will 
close on December 31 with nearly 
ihalf of the $6,650,000,000 Mr. 
Roosevelt estimated would col- 
lected for the complete year. At 
this’ time last- year, only $2,000,- 
000,000 had been collected. 

March 15, the biggest tax date 
on the calendar, is yet ahead, and 
in spite of “recession” influences 
which may cut colections next 
year, the estimates are expected by 
the Treasury to hold up.

haired statesman, in an 
view, reaffirmed his faith in the 
pact of Paris when-he said: 

“I feel the pact is as strong og 
was executed in.Paris nearly a 
decade ago. In spite of agitation 
and disturbances in the world, I 
feel very hopeful of the mainte- 
nance of permanent “peace.” 

Kellogg was the first signer of 
the peace pact, executed on Au- 
gust 27, 1928, in Paris. The sec- 
ond person to affix his signature 
was Aristide Briand, “France’s 
apostle of peace.” 
signed at Paris but since then 
nearly a half hundred other na- 
tions fit joined in acceptance of 
the terms. 

Unconcerned by Spain. 

Until his death, he had refused 
to be too much concerned about 
the civil war in Spain provoking 
a condition that .would embroil 
European countries, and possibly 
the United States. 

“I’m not worried at all over 
another World War,” he had re- 
iterated. “The movement in Spain 
doesn’t portend any radical change 
in Europe or any menacing con- 
ditions to. peace.” He was too ill 
to comment on the Japanese-Chi- 
nese situation. 

He repeatedly had emphasized 
his camviction that the influence 
of the United States “is very 
strong for peaceful adjustments.” 

Worked on Farm as Boy. 

Hard work begun in boyhood 
enabled Kellogg literally to “lift 
himself by his bootstraps” from 


farmer boy to unusual political} 


heights. 

The Minnesota youth, whose uni- 
versity was his books, had been 
dubbed the “trust buster,” for his 
victorious legal battle as special 
government counsel against the 
Standard Oil Company during the 
Roosevelt administration. 

Ban in Potsdam, N. Y., his 
family soon afterward moved to 
a cabin in Olmstead county, Min- 
nesota, near Rochester. The law 
attracted Kellogg when he was 19 
and he entered a law office -at 
Rochester where he did the work 
of janitor and clerk in return for 
such instruction as his employer 
could give him. 

This employment, suppleménted 
by the books in the office, enabled 
the young man to gain admission 
to the bar, where he quickly dis- 
tinguished himself, moving to St. 
Paul in 1887, and entering the 
firm of Davis, Kellogg and Sev- 
erance. 

Won Paper Case in 1902. 

When Attorney General Knox 
selected him in 1902 to serve the 
government as special counsel in 
the suit against the International 
Paper Company, he won the case. 
This caused President Roosevelt to 
choose him to represent the gov- 
ernment in the fight against 
Standard Oil. Kellogg afterward 
was retained in the famous pros- 
ecutions of the tobacco and har- 
vester trusts. 

Entering politics in 1916, he was 
elected to the senate, where he 
served on several important com- 
mittees and formed a close friend- 
ship with Warren G. Harding.

Hughes. 

In his later years Kellogg re- 
ceived many honorary degrees 
from institutions of learning. 
However, spring work and fall 
work, plowing and harvest, made 
up his curriculum. Even when he 
went to Rochester to take up the 
law, he had to carry on with man- 
ual labor. 

Quit Lucrative Posts. 

When he was elected to the sen- 
ate in 1916, he was attorney for 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion and for two railroads, but 
he severed all outside business

It was not long, however, until 
he was called by President Cool- 
icge to fill the vacancy in the Lon- 
don embassy caused by the resig- 
nation of George Harvey. He serv- 
ed with distinction as ambassador 
to the Court of St. James, partici- 
pating in the London conference 
which laid the foundation for the 
Dawes plan and the subsequent 
Paris conference to allocate the 
proceeds of that plan. 

Second From West in Post. 

At the time he sent Kellog to 
London the President expected 
Secretary Hughes to resign at the 
termination of the Harding admin- 
istration. For that reason it ap- 
pears probable. that Kellogg was 
given the London post in prepara- 
tion for the secretaryship. When 
Hughes did not step out, Kellogg 
became the second man in history 
to be appointed secretary of state 
from any state wesr* of the Missis- 
sippi river. The other was William 
Jennings Bryan.

Psychology Held Due to Few | 
Charging . Government 
Attacks Utilities. 

« WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(P)}— 


President Roosevelt said today a 
large percentage of American 


-newspapers were fostering a psy- 


chology of fear. 
The chief executive made the 
statement at his’ press conference 


in commenting upon an = earlier 
discussion he had held with two 
utility company executives. 


He asserted that the two callers, 


Frank R. Phillips, president of the 
Duquesne Light Company, 


of 
Pittsburgh, and William H. Tay- 
lor, president of the Philadelphia 
Electric Company, were in agree- 
ment that the government was not 
‘interfering with the operations of 
their concerns. 


Troubles Due to Fear. 


They told him, he added, the 
present troubles of the industry 
— attributable to nothing but 
ear. 


There was general agreement, 
the chief executive said, that a 
large part of this fear was caused 
by a smal] minority of people, 
who sought to give the impression 
that the government was attacking 
all utilities. He made a distinc- 
tion here between holding com- 
panies and operating companies, 
the latter of which comprise an 
overwhelming majority of the in- 
dustry. 

By inference, the President in- 
dicated that the government had 
no quarrel with operating com- 
panies. 

He then cited the instance of 
two manufacturers, who had 
called on him and reported the ex- . 
istence of a fear psychology in 


| their efforts to develop business. 


Blames Most of Press. 

That psychology, the President 
said, looking at more than 100 
newsmen surrounding his desk, 
was fostered by a large percent- 
age of the newspapers of the 
United States.

fense,” he said in a letter to the 


editor of the New York Times, but /’ 


would “make any system of na- 

tional defense much less effective 

if not almost impossible.” 
Ignores Power. 

He said the resolution, propos- 
ing a constitution amendment re- 
quiring a majority vote of the peo- 
ple before war could be declared 
except in event of an actual inva- 
sion, “entirely ignores the power 
and speed of modern air and naval 
attack as well as the fragility of 
our modern urban construction 
and economic organization.” 

But “the basic vice and poison 
of the Ludlow proposal,” Stimson 
wrote, is that “it would set in mo- 
tion a long process of deteriora- 
tion and decay” and “the destruc- 
tive effect .. . would be felt long 
before the moment of action.” 

Stability Required. 

Observing that the necessary

Landon’s Pledge; 
President’s Reply | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(AP) 
The text of Alf M. Landon’s tele- 
gram to President Roosevelt, 
pledging co-operation in current 
international affairs, follows: 

‘Dear Mr. President: 


“A year ago at the Gridiron 
dinner, in the spirit of the old 
American tradition that politics 
cease at the waters’ edge, 
pledged you co-operation and 
support in the difficult foreign 
situation confronting your ad- 
ministration. 


“That is a grand principle and, 


we must evidence our good faith 
in it. It means there must be no 
demagogic playing of politics at 
the expense of the country’s unity 
in dangerous situations such as 
now confront us. 

Renews Pledge. 


““Therefore, I want to renew 
my pledge, especially in view of 
the fact that so many members 
of congress, of both parties, seem 
to have forgotten this basic 
principle of American politics and 
by their actions help create the 
impression on foreign nations 
that they do not trust your ad- 
ministration of foreign affairs. 
They would hamstring your con- 
duct of an extremely’ delicate 
foreign situation. 


“These members are pursuing 
the same dangerous coursé fol- 
lowed by those members of the 
British parliament who early in 
1914 gave the impression that 
England either would not or 
could not fight under any cir- 
cumstances. 


“T congratulate you on your 
firm ‘no’ to the proposed legisla- 
tion that would take away the 
power of congress to declare. You 
and I both know the American 
people want peace, but they want 
a peace that will enable us to 
maintain the respect of the otker 
nations of the world. 

“ALF M. LANDON.” 


President Replies. 


The President’s reply follows: 
“The White House, December 
21, 1937. 


“My Dear Governor Landon: 

“The generous spirit of your 
telegram helps me to meet the 
problems which confront our 
country in the field of foreign 
relations during these troublous 
times. 

“The pledge which you gave at 
the Gridiron dinner a year ago 
carried force because of the pa- 


triotic motive which prompted it. | 


The renewal of that pledge not 
only strengthens the hand of 
the government but gives all of 
our citizens a good example. 

“I believe that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of our countrymen, 
regardless of politics, race, creed 
or color, from the days of Wash- 
ington to this hour have desired 
to pursue the even tenor of their 
way at peace with all nations and 
all peoples. 

Won't Close Eyes. 

“But throughout our long his- 
tory we Americans have rejected 
every suggestion that ultimate se- 
curity can be assured by closing 
our eyes to the fact that whether 
we like it or not we are a part 
of a large world of other nations 
and peoples. 

“As such we owe some meas- 
ure of co-operation and even 
leadership in maintaining stand- 
ards of conduct helpful to the ul- 
timate goal.of general peace.

MANIFESTATIONS OF 
CHRONIC OXYGEN DEFICIT. 
Besides headache, the anoxia or 
oxygen deficit due to frequent 
mild gassing with carbon monox- 
ide or to daily exposure to small 
but definite admixtures of the col- 
orless, odorless, tasteless gas with 
air, may give rise to some other 
signs or symptoms which are of- 
ten wrongly attributed to “neuras- 
thenia,” “run-down condition,” 
“overwork,” “fatigue” and _ the 
like—vague and seldom satisfac- 
tory explanations for any impair- 
ment of health. Yes, and even 
“indigestion” —but let us waive the 
question of “indigestion” here— 
suffice to say that no such state 
or malady is recognized in path- 


‘ology, no matter how many pages; £7 
of common sense consideration the| FF 


publicity man of the big clinic 
prints about it. 

Languor, strange unaccountable 
languor in one who is not ordi- 


narily subject to it and has done 
nothing to warrant it, may well 
arouse suspicion of chronic anoxia, 
whether from carbon monoxide 
gassing or from altitude or from 
any other interference with the 
vital oxidation process of life. The 
languor of CO anoxia is commonly 
associated with a pallor, but al- 
though the individual looks ane- 
mic, examination of the blood usu~ 
ally reveals, instead of a reduc- 
tion in the number of red corpus- 
cles, an. actual increase in their 
number above the normal togeth- 
er with a corresponding increase 
in the iron coloring matter, the 
hemoglobin, from the normal 90 
per cent or more to 100 or 110 
per cent, as hemoglobin is meas- 
ured by the clinical test. 

_ Anorexia (a two dollar word for 
lack of appetite or poor appetite) 
is a familiar manifestation or com- 
plaint of persons suffering from 
carbon monoxide anoxia. When 
this is accompanied with actual 
nausea at times, the victim is like- 
ly to conclude he has some kind 
of “indisposition” and to blame 
the food, the cooking, his nerves, 
worry over business matters, do- 
mestic responsibilities and so on. 
If exposure to carbon monoxide 
is habitual or frequent, say inci- 
dental to employment or bad-.con- 
ditions in the home, notwithstand- 
ing the characteristic pallor the 
pale skin becomes strikingly flush- 
ed at times and with this feverish 
flushing there is more or less men- 
tal confusion or irritability and a 
vague sense of alarm. 

It is my conjecture, take it or 
leave it, that anoxia, whether from 
carbon monoxide gassing or from 
other cause, is the real pathologic 
state in a good many cases at 
present ticketed ‘“neurasthenia.’, 
According to the old masters, the 
old timers I call ’em, who con- 
ceived and for a generation suc- 
cessfully ‘upheld the theory of 
‘“neurasthenia” or weak nerves, 
the distinctive symptom was quick 
fatigability. That, I believe, is the 
very first manifestation of anoxia. 
Physiologists have found that 
brain tissue is more sensitive to 
any deficit of oxygen. So I won- 
der, just wonder, whether defi- 
ciency in the supply of or the ab- 
sorption and utilization of oxygen 
is not the prime factor in most 
cases of so-called “weak nerves.” 
And I wonder, just wonder, 
whether the lack of vitamin B in 
the average American diet is not 
the explanation for this anoxia in 
many cases where neither carbon 
monoxide nor altitude can be con- 


cerned.

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A STONE AGE TEMPLE. 


Thirty-five years ago, 
workmen were digging a well in 
Malta when one of them felt the 
ground give way beneath his feet. 
He dropped some distance, but 
was not much hurt, and was able 
to crawl out. 

What was the cause of that 
fall? A hollow under the ground 
—a hollow made 5,000 years ago 
or more! 

Men of science heard that an 
underground rock chamber. had 
been found, and came to the spot 
to learn more about it. Digging 
and exploring went on for years, 
and the final result was to make 
it possible to see a wonder of the 
late Stone Age. 

Skeletons in great numbers 
were found. Most of the bones 
were crushed, but about a dozen 
skulls were in good _ condition. 
When measured, they proved to 
be like those of people who lived

stone scrapers, also sling-stones 
and stone mallets. 

Ornaments of many kinds were 
dug up. They included shell beads 
and animal teeth which had been 
carved in special shapes.

Going down a 
modern stairway, I found myself 
in an underground chamber. 

“This chamber,” said my guide, 
“was carved in the rock by peo- 
ple of the late Stone Age. They 
did not have a single metal tool, 
and it is a wonder they were able 
to cut the rock with the tools they 
did have.” 

Going through a passage, I en- 
tered another room of the same 
kind, and then another. There 
are more than a dozen rooms and 
halls in this underground place. 
One room is 10 feet wide and 25 
feet long. 

After we reached a room with 
a high ceiling, the guide said: 

“Before the Hypogeum was 
used ag a burial piace, it is be- 
lieved to have been an wunder- 
ground temple. This room ap- 
pears to have been a chapel in 
which sacrifices were offered to 
the gods.”
